Thunder Showers Fore- 


cast in Inland States 
Tonight and Sunday. 
CHICAGO. June 20—(AP)—Tor- 


nadoes and thunder storms heralded 
the approach of summer with a 
flourish over the northern plains 
states today. But 90 and 100 degree 
temperatures gave notice that sum- 
mer was fully here. 
Intense heat enticed throngs to 
resorts for .the week-end as the 
mercury lolled listlessly in the nine- 
ties. Arizona, Texas, New Mexico 
and Tennesse gave official reports 
of 100 degrees temperatures yester- 
day and twenty-eight states saw the 
mercury rise above 90. 


To the roster of dead—a dozen 


drowned .a dozen or more fallen 
victims of the broiling heat—was 
added today the name of John 
Smith. 40, of Kanawha, la., whose 
body was sucked up by a twisting 
wind near Hayfield, la., which 
wrought damage to the countryside. 
Buildings and Crops Suffer. 


Other tornadoes and wind storms 
battered homes and buildings in 
Iowa and Minnesota, felled trees 
and crops and leveled telephone 
poles. A Lutheran church was de- 
stroyed at Hartland JMinn., and 
heavy rains fell in that region. 
Thunder showers were forecast 


for tonight and Sunday- over most 
of the inland states, climaxing the 
greatest heat wave of the year. In 
the wake of these storms, the 
weather bureaus said, would come 
cool winds bringing relief. 


Old fashioned summer weather— 
"90 in the shade" or hotter—ling- 
ered for the second day in the east- 
ern United States. A number of 
deaths were attributed ;to the heat.

A PERTINENT QUESTION. 
From the developments which have taken place 


since Herbert Hoover delivered the principal address 
at the formal dedication of the Harding memorial, it 
is evident that the president would have been wise 
if he had abstained from participation in the cere- 
mony. 


Mr. Hoover did not add anything to his waning 


prestige by his speech at Marion, in which he under- 
took vigorously to defend the late President Harding. 
In the first place, the president is nlaced in an ab- 
surd position as the result of a statement given out 
by Mrs. A. B. Pall, the devoted wife of the former sec- 
retary of the interior. Mr. Hoover said at Marion: 
"Harding's heart was broken because friends in whom 
Jie had placed the utmost confidence had betrayed 
him." On the heels of this, Mrs. Fall produces evi- 
dence that the late president had expressed only -the 
deepest friendship for Mr. Fall and had regretted his 
former associate found it impossible to visit the coast 
and Alaska with him on the ill-fated tour which re- 
eulted in Mr. Harding's death. 


More than * that, she fortifies her claim with letters 


received from Mrs. Harding, in which the latter says 
that her husband missed the companionship of his 
Secretary of the interior greatly. 


It was to be expected after Mr. Hoover's scorching 


denunciation that some one would have a. word to 
say on behalf of those who constituted "the inner 
circle" of the Harding administration. Since her hus- 
band was the chief object of criticism 'and is at this 
time under conviction of accepting a bribe, of which 
he claims he was innocent, Mrs. Fall was the logical 
one to do it. She has been the chief comfort of her 
husband throughout his unfortunate experiences of 
the last few years. Her faith in him has been un- 
shattered. 
She denied that by word or action Mr. 


Harding had in any way indicated his loss of faith 
in her husband. She has been fighting a lone battle, 
which will only serve the more to turn public opin- 
ion in her favor. So Mr. Hoover finds himself in the 
position of waging a controversy with a pioneer plains 
woman, a glowing, dramatic figure, who lias rallied 
to defend her husband against his detractors. It is 
not a comfortable position for a man to assume and 
there is very little reason to believe that Mr. Hoover 
gets any satisfaction from it. 


• • * 


More than that, the president finds himself in 


sharp conflict with Senator Walsh of Montana, the 
leading actor in the investigation of the oil leasing 
transactions. 


"If Mr. Harding discovered that he had been be- 


trayed, and as a result his health was broken," asks 
Senator Walsh, "why did he not bring ouster pro- 
ceedings against the faithless officials and demand 
that prosecutions be instituted?" 


It is a fair question. President Hoover had sought 


to clear the name of his former chief by giving the 
impression that it was his discovery of the traitorous 
and corrupt practices of some of his closest intimates 
which had killed Mr. Harding. Ye.. Mr. Harding nev- 
er made a move to displace any of these men. He 
had the full authority to oust them from office. Had 
he done so and had he given the public his reasons 
he would have been a hero. Mr. Harding was a keen 
enough judge of human nature and was sufficiently 
experienced in politics to know this. The only con 
elusion which can be reached is that either the late 
president was ignorant of what had taken place, was 
a willing dupe in the hands of his friends, or lacked 
the moral stamina- to strike out boldly, courageously 
Any one of the three can not place him in.a favor- 
able light before the American people. Most of u 
will agree that Mr. Harding was entirely innocent 
but after that has been said, there is the inescapable 
eonclusion that he was pitifully weak and vacillating 
and that he followed the same course which he hat 
always taken—of traveling the easy road. He had th 
opportunity to make a name for himself by clean 
ing out the capitol and by purging his cabinet o 
faithless members. His nature lacked the iron 
do it. 


The Harding episode had been practically erased 


from the minds of the people when Mr. Hoover jour 
neyed to Marlon to dedicate the memorial. Now i 
again bursts forth in full fury. It furnishes anothe 
bit of evidence that Mr. Hoover is a poor politician 
He has only succeeded in messing up things. 


TEXAS GOES AFTER WATER TRANSPORTATION 


To make seaports out of two Inland cities, Dallas 


and Port Worth, and provide water transportation 
or a long strip of intermediate territory Is the latest 
major project to be launched In Texas. The ncces- 
ary enabling act has been passed by the legislature 
nd signed by the governor. New steps are being tak- 
n for the formation of a vast canal district to fi- 
nance the plan and operate the 250-mile canal whose 
onstraction is its basic feature. 
Fifty million dollars is to be raised for this huge 
ndertaking, and the Texans hope to get $40,000,000 


more from the federal government. The route of the 
anal will follow the Trinity river, whose bed is to be 
traightehed, shortened and deepened for the pas- 
sage of ships and barges. When the work is complet- 
d, Dallas and Fort Worth will be able to load their 
oods on ocean transports at their own wharves ,and 
o receive cargoes from abroad, the same as is now 
done at Galveston and Houston, which are on or near 
he Gulf coast. 
'"If the Trinity river is canalized it will change the 


whole picture of our industrial United States," says 
he general manager of the association promoting the 
nterprise. "It will mean the 
movement of large 


mills and factories to the southwest. South and Cen- 
ral American and Mexican markets would, through 
his canal, be rendered more easily accessible to the 
American manufacturer." 


Manifestly, the people of Texas must see a big ad- 
antage to their region in the opening UD of water 
ransportation to the interior of their state, or they 
would not be giving support to such a costly project. 
The possibility of establishing big scale industries to 
ake advantage of cheapened rates for shipment by 
water appeals to them as the best way for building 
up their state. The benefits, of course, will not be 
confined to Dallas and Forth Worth, but will be 
available to the whole region traversed by the canal. 


This is a suggestion and a reminder to the people 


of Nebraska and nearby states as to what the devel- 
opment of the Missuri river waterway will mean to 
hem. 
Until the channel of that stream is made 


navigable for boats and barges, these states must 
continue to depend on land carriers alone. Not until 
he river is put to work will this section have a com- 
plete and balanced system of transportation. And 
until then Nebraska and its neighbors will continue 
at a disadvantage with the more fortunate states 
which can ship by water. 


RUSSIA GOES CHAMBER OF COMMERCE. 
' 


Nothing is quite so bourgeois sounding as "cham- 


ber of commerce." The title has come to be a syno- 
nym for financial stability, for conservative big busi- 
ness which is vitally interested in the rights of pri- 
vate property. 


Therefore it's something of a shock to hear of the 


U. S. 5. R. chamber of commerce. The U. S. S. B. is 
;he Union of Socialist Soviet Republics, where there 
is no epithet of opprobrium quite as strong as bour- 
geois. 


The TJ. S. S. R. chamber of commerce intends that 


;he world shall hear of it. It's special "Five-day Bul- 
letin," mailed from Moscow, was received this week 
by The Lincoln Star and by other newspapers 
throughout-the country. 


The purpose of the TJ: S. S. R. chamber of com- 


merce, in a foreword, is declared to be "the develop- 
ment of commercial activity between soviet trading 
organizations and foreign firms and organizations." 
The bulletin contains economic information and such 
typical chamber of commerce information, as items 
like these: 


"The exhibition of laboratory equipment at Lenin- 


grad, where only foreign firms participated, proved 
such a success that after its termination in June it 
will be removed and exhibited in Moscow, and later in. 
Kharkov." 


"The 'Rezinoobyedinenie' experimental rubber plant 
at Leningrad, under the direction of Prof. Byzov has 
obtained 500 kilograms of synthetic rubber. The pro- 
duction of such a quantity of synthetic rubber is a 
record figure unachieved by any other country yet." 


It's amusing to think of communistic Russia, with 


its avowed hatred of capitalistic countries, going 
chamber of commerce to this extent. Communists 
preach that there is never-ceasing war with capital- 
ism yet their chamber of commerce is bombarding 
the enemy with "good will" information. Somehow 
it's a little difficult to get aroused about this "red" 
propaganda when it is so astonishingly like that of a 
thousand booster clubs in the United tSates. The 
best one can do is to set this down as another para- 
dox of that astounding country.

Since vou are set on self-culture, I 
think it would be preferable if you 
first read Alphonso Smith's "What 
Can Literature Do for Me?" and J. 
L. Bennett's "Culture and a Liberal 
Education," published by the Arnold 
Press, Baltimore.

CORN A LAZT PLANT. 


Here In the heart of the cornbelt. where soaring 


temperatures are bringing physical discomfort to 
many, it should not be forgotten corn is a lazy plant 
It will not work any harder to survive than it has to. 
It is not unlike human beings in the fact it chooses 
the easiest way. 


Give corn plenty of moisture for germination and 


for rapid growth in the initial stages. Its future is 
better assured during the last half of June if it is 
compelled to send its roots deep into the soil in 
search of water. Too excessive moisture when corn 
is small has the tendency to develop a lateral root 
system—that is, it sends its roots spreading out along 
the surface Instead of burrowing down into the sub- 
soil to reach the moisture there. Then later in July 
when the normal and anticipated heat waves set in, 
and the top soil is parched, the fields fall easy victim 
for drouth. 


In Nebraska there is one season when dry, hot 


weather of the type which prevailed during recent 
days is welcome. That is the last half of June. It 
not only saves wheat from the danger of rust but it 
gives the farmers an opportunity to clear their fields 
of the weeds and it forces com to dig down into the 
earth with its roots. A week, or two weeks of dry 
weather at this time, with rain following, would 
insure Nebraska of a big: crop of its principal grain.

ANSWER. 


How can a man's heart be in the 


right place unless his beliefs guide 
and place it there? The deep cleav- 
age between theist and atheist is by 
no means as suprficiai a matter as 
your inquiry indicates. I submit fur- 
ther that any man who upholds jus- 
tice, truth and service for his fel- 
lows is to that extent a religious 
man, even though he may not ac- 
cept certain theological formulas. 


The real opposition is between 


those whose lives, whatever are their 
beliefs, embody genuinely helpful 
ideals and aspirations for them- 
selves and for their fellows; and 
those, on the other hand, who live 
selfishly, greedily, and with injury 
to themselves and their fellows. Yet 
with " the demarcation line thus 
clearly drawn, it 
is still beyond 


question that there are no first class 
lives without a profoundly spiritual 
faith in standard 
virtues. 
They 


simply cannot be separated, because 
the former results from the latter. 
It is purely a process of cause and 
effect. Ideals, whether good or bad, 
determine corresponding conduct 
It would, I venture to think, be 


advisable for -you to show a little 
more confidence in the mental com- 
petency uf the countless indiwduals 
who can give reasons for their 
creeds. What are these but human 
attempts to interpret the mystery 
of life? in so doing no one gets 
beyond the data of his e"perience. 
This supplies the primary facts for 
the 
profoundest 
scientists 
and 


theologians as well as for the sim- 
plest and least instructed man or 
woman.

CLEVELAND, June 20—(A.P.)—A couple of young 


business men, with a millio dollars or so at stake, are bus- 
ily preparing to give the mid-west in general and Ohio in 
particular, the biggest fistic thrill that has wandered out 
this way since Jack Dempsey battered the giant Jess Wil- 
lard into subjection at Toledo in 1919. 


On the shores of Conneaut Lake in Pennsylvania, almost 


100 miles away, Max Schmeling is clouting sparring partners 
daily, while just'on the fringe of the city, at Geauga Lake, 
Bill Stribling trains at night in gentler fashion. And in less 
than two weeks, these two will battle 15 rounds for the 
heavyweight championship in Cleveland's municipal stadium, 
on the night of July 3, one day short of the welfth annivers- 
ary of Dempsey's sensational rise to title heights at Toledo.

for his fiasco with Jack Sharkey in 
New York, when he won the heavy- 
weight title on a foul, the first time 
that that had ever ht-ppened in all 
the historv of pugilism. He could 
step into the rinp with Stribling to- 
morrow if it were necessary, so fine 
is his present condition. 


Georgia Boy On Edge. 


The youthful Georgian, old in the 
fight game but young in years, is 
equally fit. With the aid of "Pa" 
Stribling, the father-manager. Bill 
has figured it out that fighting at 
night calls for training at night if 
he is to keep in perfect tune with 
conditions as they will be on the 
night Of July 3. As a result, the 
Stribling camp scarcely stirs during 
the day, but the coming of darkness 
brings out the sparring partners and 
the paraphernalia. Stribling goes 
into the training ring at 9 p. m., 
the exact time he believes he will 
be called out to face Schmeling the 
night before the Fourth.

its power to stamp out such il- 
lepal practices." 
Donnelly said that during the past 


few months Postmaster Brown al- 
ready had issued more than 100 
fraud orders "in an attempt to 
suppress this lottery traffic."

Caustic complaints "from every 


section of the country." Donnelly 
added, "have reached the depart- 
ment against these wholesale vio- 
lations -t>f the law. 


Will Be Strictly Enforced. 


"It is the intention of this de- 
partment to strictly enforce the 
drastic provisions of the statute 
against lotteries with a view to 
breaking up an unlawful practice 
which has recently grown to such 
huge proportions in American cities, 
towns and villages as .to border on 
a national disgrace." 
The solicitor asserted "the in- 
tention of congress to bar from the 
mails matter of every kind re- 
lating to a lottery" seemed to be 
made clear by restrictions upon the 
press.

About 30 per cent of the total

•working for them marries she al- 
most automatically becomes unem- 
ployed. 
In any districts, notably Lanca- 


shire, the cotton mill section, it is 
customary for wives to work and 
their earnings are a regular part 
of the family income. Others, with 
children, find thev have to pay as 
much per week for care of their

problem is that women upon mar- 
rying should be lefunded their con- 
tributions to the fund as a sort ot 
dowry, and thereafter not be en- 
titled to any benefit.
